Ernest Krape. the first presi­ 
dent of the Gettysburg club, 
told of the beginning of Kiwa­ 
nis in Detroit, its spread into 
Canada and all of the states of 
the nation and its more recent 
growth in Mexico and Europe.

Former President Krape re­ 
called the problems the club 
solved in its first few years and 
said the club’s chief early ac­ 
complishment was “ winning rec­ 
ognition by the public of Kiwa­ 
nis as a vital force in community 
betterment.” 
Past President William Doz­ 
ier reviewed the second period 
in the history of the local club 
and pointed to the increase in 
activities and 
projects which 
the club carried out. Charles 
Pentz reviewed tile last year 
and expressed the opinion that 
the club is “firmly established 
with its program of ‘we build’ 
being carried out in the best 
sense of the words.” In addition 
to other projects he pointed to

League team, a Brownie Girl 
Scout group and the Halloween 
program.

AB Movle-Tetovlalon Writer 
HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 
coroner’* report on Alan Ladd’s 
death was terse, clinical and 
cold.

The 
combination of alcohol, seconal. 
Librium and Sparine produced 
together the total effects the 
depressants had on the central 
nervous system with the high 
level of alcohol being the ma­ 
jor factor."

Seconal is a barbiturate; Lib­ 
rium a tranquilizer and Sparine 
a drug that quiets the central 
nervous system. 
Ladd, 50, thought he was mis­ 
cast as a movie star — even 
though he was one of the most 
successful box office stars in 
history. 
Once when be was getting 
Mi,OOO a week at Warner Bros. 
he glanced up at a stage hand 
working on a railing above the

"I used to do that during the 
Depression for $12.50 a week 
and they were happy days." 
For the last three years, Alan 
has bern inactive on the screen.

ll ON PROBATIONS 
There were 26 boys placed on 
probation compared to 32 in 1962, 
and ll girls placed on probation 
compared to three in 1962. During 
the year 54 children were re­ 
leased from probation compared 
to 58 in 1962 and 29 in 1953. 
Eighteen of the youths brought 
before the court in 1963 were “re­ 
peaters,” compared to 25 in 1962 
and IS in 1963. On probation as 
of December 31, 1963, were 38 
young people, compared to 55 as 
of the same date a year earlier 
mid 93 as of the same date a 
decade ago.

SECRET NAVY 
SATELLITE TO 
BE MONITOR 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Navy disclosed today it has se­ 
cretly launched a satellite to 
monitor solar X rays and trans­ 
mit the information to IS na­ 
tions during this period called 
the “years of the quiet sun.” 
The satellite may help to 
eventual development of a sys­ 
tem for predicting storms on 
the sun which bedevil some ra­ 
dio communications on earth 
and pose a threat to manned 
space flight. 
The Navy to its announcement 
didn’t give details on the size of 
the spacecraft or when it was 
launched but indicated it was 
put toto orbit riding piggy-back 
on some other satellite. 
MORE FACTS LATER 
More information is expected 
at a news conference later to 
the day. 
Already, the Navy scientists 
reported, the satellite has de­ 
termined that the sun is fast 
approaching its “minimum of 
activity” to its 11-year cyclo of 
sunspot activity. 
This period of relative calm 
should last about two years, 
thus the 1964-1965 period was 
given the scientific designation 
of the international years of the 
quiet sun. 
LATEST IN SERIES 
The Navy noted that the new 
spacecraft is the latest in a se­ 
ries of Navy solar-monitoring 
satellites. Three others were 
launched to 1960, 1961 and 1963 
respectively but the Navy said 
the newcomer is now “the only 
active solar monitor to orbit.” 
In explaining the potential 
value of the satellite, scientists 
of the Naval Research Labora­ 
tory said solar X rays and ul­ 
traviolet rays create the iono­ 
sphere, the region of electri­ 
fied air at altitudes of about 50

WASHINGTON (AP)-Frcnch 
President Charles de Gaulle, 
like a man descending the 
mountain with two tablets of 
stone, for a year has issued 
pronouncements saying “no” to 
American policy. 
He banned the British from 
the European Common Market; 
refused to agree to a nuclear 
testban treaty; advocated neu­ 
tralization of Southeast Asia; 
and recognized the sovereignty 
of Red China. 
In each case he acknowledged 
some benefit to France. Ameri­ 
cans can’t 
consider 
this 
a 
mortal sin by itself, since they 
are concerned about benefits to 
this country. 
SOME EXPLANATION 
But he is part of the Western 
alliance. If there were a few 
more De Gaulles there could be 
no alliance. 
His repeated negations have 
been explained by apologists as 
the work of a man with a mys 
Heal belief in the revival of 
French greatness. But there has 
been pettiness in much of what 
he did, almost hostility. 
There can be doubt that much 
of his mysticism is any more 
than political and personal im­ 
maturity. 
MONE LIKE HTH CENTURY 
There is immaturity in his ob­ 
sessive nationalism which would 
have been more fitting in the 
lith Century' when Napoleon 
was emerging and French hori 
zoos seemed unlimited. 
But Western Europe's nation 
alism brought two world wars 
and chaos. To try to restore it 
as intensely as De Gaulle is 
doing is to turn the clock back. 
He has 
given demoralized 
France stability since he start 
sd his reign in 195&—reign is not 
an inaccurate word, for France 
now looks more like a monarchy1 
than a republic—but there is no 
assurance the deluge won’t fol­ 
low him. 
His personal immaturity is in 
his need for grandeur slid the 
trappings of grandeur, in him­ 
self and France. He resents 
what he considers affronts and 
to maintain his ego retaliates

with obstruction, like a child 
tearing toys. 
CXI Jan. 14, 1963 he arranged 
for a news conference at such 
a time and with such a purpose 
just shortly before the late 
President John F. Kennedy ad­ 
dressed Congress — that he tor­ 
pedoed the President. 
Kennedy happily announced a 
"new era of interdependence 
and unity taking shape” in 
Europe which "we regard as a 
welcome 
partner . . . not 
a 
rival.” He was thinking of the 
creation of the European Com­ 
mon Market. 
But by the time he got the 
words out De Gaulle already 
demonstrated how little unity 
there was by announcing he was 
banning Britain from the mar­ 
ket. He said Britain was not a 
European nation. 
NATIONALISM AT WORST 
This was nationalism at its 
worst. With Britain out of the 
market. France figured to dom­ 
inate it. although the market 
was intended as one more step 
toward subordinating national­ 
ism to common interests. 
That wasn't all De Gaulle did 
that day. He rejected Ameri- 
can-British proposals for a mul­ 
tilateral NATO nuclear force 
armed with Polaris missile-fir­ 
ing submarines. 
If that wasn't enough. De 
Gaulle cast doubt on American 
willingness to defend France 
from Russian attack, now that 
the Soviet Union had missiles 
which could destroy America. 
UNIFORMLY BALKY 
The agreement on the multi­ 
lateral force had been reached 
a few weeks before at a meet­ 
ing between Kennedy and Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan. De Gaulle may have 
felt offended by not being in­ 
cluded in the meeting. 
On June 25 Kennedy pledged 
to risk destruction of American 
cities 
to 
preserve 
European 
freedom but two days later De 
Gaulle's 
information 
minister 
warned Europe against trusting 
its safety to America indefinite­ 
ly.The United States. Britain and 
the Soviet Union on July 25 ini­ 
tialed a nuclear test-ban treaty. 
Four days later. De Gaulle said 
France would not sign and in­ 
tended to develop its own nu­ 
clear weapons. 
FRENCH COALS 
Then on Aug. 29 — although 
the United States has pumped 
billions in aid into South Viet 
Nam to help the war against 
the Communist 
guerrillas of 
North Viet Nam—De Gaulle pro­ 
posed the two Viet Nams be 
neutralized with French help. 
Such a step could wreck the 
whole Southeast Asia Treaty Or­ 
ganization. 
France had been driven out of 
Viet Nam in 1954, after holding 
it as a colony since the I9th 
century. Neutralization, with the 
United States withdrawn, might 
enable 
France 
to 
recapture 
some of its old influence.

At the opening of his address, 
Scranton apologized to the dele­ 
gates for being late. With a wide 
grin on his face, he noted that 
he had to answer some ques­ 
tions from newsmen about the 
presidency. Then he added: 
“ I think we’ve made that 
quite clear.” 
GOLDWATER AHEAD 
He referred to his repeated 
statements that he is not a can­ 
didate for the Republican presi 
dential nomination. 
In a series of Impromptu in­ 
terviews with newsmen he said 
that Sen. Barry Coldwater of 
Arizona probably has more po­ 
tential delegates than anyone 
else at the present time in the 
race for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination.

629 acres compared with 85,457 
in 1962.

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MRS. OSWALD'S 
TESTIMUNY IS 
NOT REVEALED

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
secretly 
given testimony of 
Mrs. Marina Oswald on events 
preceding the assassination of 
President John

“may not be released in your 
lifetime," Chief Justice Earl 
Warren has disclosed.

ow of Lee Harvey Oswald. 
She goes before the commis­ 
sion again today. “I don’t know 
how newsworthy" the commis­ 
sion’s statement will be, War­ 
ren told reporters. He added 
that if it contains information 
affecting national security, it 
may be suppressed for decades 
—“and I say that seriously.” 
This suggested that the com­ 
mission intends to explore as 
thoroughly as possible, through 
Mrs. Oswald and other witness­ 
es, delicate subjects such as 
Oswald's 1959 visit to Russia, 
his unsuccessful efforts to de­ 
fect to the Soviet Union and his 
attempts, on a Mexican visit 
last September, to obtain visas 
for Russia o rCuba.

Jackson, Miss., After A 
Negro Woman Is Injured

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — A 
traffic injury to a Negro pedes­ 
trian has touched off this Mis­ 
sissippi capital city’s first racial 
demonstrations in more than six 
months. 
Police used tear gas and 
warning blasts from shotguns to 
break up a protest Monday 
night involving about 1,000 Ne­ 
groes — many of them high 
school and college students. 
Earlier officers had quelled a 
protest march by barking com­ 
mands to disperse through bull­ 
horns. 
3 ARE TREATED 
Three Negroes received treat­ 
ment for superficial buckshot 
wounds following the 
second 
flareup on the campus of Jack­ 
son State College, a state - sup­ 
ported all-Negro institution. 
Last summer more than 1,000 
Negroes were arrested during a 
month of demonstrations cli- 
. maxed by the assassination of 
a Negro leader. 
Mamie Balard, 20, of Flora, 
Miss., a Jackson State coed suf­ 
fered a fractured leg late Mon­ 
day when she was struck by a 
car while crossing Lynch Street, 
a busy thoroughfare which cuts 
through the campus. Witnesses 
said the driver was a white 
person. 
ARREST MOTORIST 
Officers said later they had 
arrested the motorist, who was 
ticketed for failure to yield to 
a pedestrian.
